A New. Cure For Warts 

Dr. Felix Szontagh of Budapest re- 
commends a new and simple method 
of treating warts. It consists in cov- 
ering the wart and the surrounding 
skin, to the width of one centimeter 
with ordinary caoutchouc plaster and 
leaving it so covered for weeks—even, 
if necessary, for two or three months. 
Whenever the plaster becomes loore 
it must be removed and replacec by 
a new piece. A's a rule, the plaster is 
tc be changed once in three or four 
days. 

Any adhorent resident of the caout- 
chouc is to be removed with ether or 
gasoline, care being taken that the 
wart or the surrcunding skin shall not 
be rubbed energetically, because irri- 
tation of the skin is not conducive to 
the disappearance of the wart. Doctor 
Szontagh says that he caunot explain 
the action of this simple method, and 
how it produces such excellent results 
from the cosmetic point of view, but 
it is certainly efficient. Perhaps the 
caouchouc contains some substance 
which softens the wart and causes 
atrophy.—Lancet.

fo look after the wounded on the 
field of battle, Baron Larrey, sur- 
geon major of hospitals with the 
army op the Rhine in 1789 and who 
later served as surgeon-in-cbief, did 
much valuable work ulong the same 
lines. 

Atthe tinve of the Crimean war 
the Red Cross society was regularly 
instituted in England following the 
appeal of The Times for nurses and 
medical comforts for the troops. _ A 
few years later when Queen Victoria 
ereated the order of the Roval Ked 
Cross, Florence Nightingale’s name 
was the first placed on the list of 
nurses. 

In 1869 the British Red Cross So- 
ciety was found«d by John Furley, 
its chief avowed object being the 
‘bandiug together of doctois, uurses 
aud efficient lay helpers. 

A noted writer describing the great 
work of the organization said: “The 
most novel feature fringing the 
battlefield of today and differentiat— 
tug it from the past is the Red Cross 
tent, beneath the protecting brassard 
of which tbe trained nurse carries on 
her beneficient work.” 


Western Canada Should 
Grasp Opportunities 


Tbat Western Canada should take 
the opportunity vow of interesting 
Belgian, French and English capital- 
fsts; was the remark made this 
morning by a well kuown local citi- 
zen Who bas just returned from the 
Old Land, where, through business 
and other channels he was brought 
in contact with many of those monied 
men. 

He believed that immigration 
from all the warring nations would 
be great immediately following the 
termination of the war and thought 
that as « result of the conflict, famil- 
ies who formerly had sons now mak- 
ing a successtul living in Canada, 
would also make Canada their 
future home, 

But. in regard to the financiers, 
the Edmontonian said: ‘Western

Some Basic Principles of 
Agricultural Chemistry 


A pamphlet bas been issued by the 
Central Experimental Farm entitled 
“The Farmer asa Manufacturer.” It 
has been prepared ody Mr. A. T. 


Stuart, B.A., Assistant Chemist, who’ 


has presented a number of simple 
illustrations of the chemical processes 
that take place in vegetable and ani 
mal life. 

The processes are indicated by 
which the farmer, whose raw materials 
are but.air, water and soil, is able to 
manufacture therefrom an apparently 
endless vartety of products both 
plant avd animal. It is shown, how- 
ever, that their composition is to be 
eusily understood, consiting ns they 
do of but four principal constituents. 
The nature of the raw materials, the 
process of manufacture and the pro- 
ducts are discussed. 

Under the heading ‘' Maintaining 
Fertility ” it is pointed out that ‘‘ the 
farmer must exercise extreme care if 
he would keep his soil in the highest 
condition of'productiveness. ‘Soil «is 
the real guardian of the farmer's 
capital, and the security is absolute. 
Try ashe may he cannot “ Break 
the bank.” He may bring about 
temporary derangement and divid- 
ends may for awhile be suspended, 
but unyariably under better manage- 
ment prosperity can Le restored and 
perhaps even larger profits than ever 
secured.”
